Early Snows Blanket East? 
Midlands; Highways Glazed

Early November snowstorms spread 'a carpet of white across wide 


areas along the Eastern seaboard andln the nation's midlands today. 


The first northeaster of the sea- 


son, erupting suddenly Friday, 
swept up the Middle Atlantic coast 
spreading a band of snow from the 
mountains ,of South Carolina to 
southern New England. 


The snow diminished during the 


night in some areas. But there 
were tip .to 10 inches at Colby, 
Kan., and more than six inches on 
the ground in other, sections of 
Kansas and in Nebraska, Pennsyl- 
vania and Maryland. 


The snow turned to rain or sleet 


in some sections of the two widely 
separated storm areas, increasing 
the already hazardous driving con- 
ditions on streets and highways. 


Transportation, both by air.and 


highway, was sharply curtailed, 
especially in the Eastern storm 
belt. Scores of persons were strand- 
ed on Eastern highways in some 
rural areas. There were traffic 
jams in the cities. 


Rain, freezing drizzle and snow 


hit Great Plains areas today from 
Oklahoma northward through the 
Dakotas. / 


Rain and snow also was wide- 


spread in the northeast part of the 
country as far south as Virginia 
and westward into Ohio. 


Strong north to northeast winds 


whipped the falling snow into drifts 
in the rural areas. It was chilly 
and the winds and snow fashioned 
a wintry setting. 


The cool air extended all the way 


from the Rockies to New England 
and into the South with the excep- 
tion of southern Florida. 


Many big cities in the East—New 


York, Philadelphia, Washington, 
Baltimore, Newark—were hit hard 
by the storms.

truth would tend to incriminate 
them. 


"Your answer become* doubly 


important in view of Mr. Furry's 
testimony under oath that'you had 
no interest in whethervor not. he 
was or had been, a Communist," 
the telegram added.

Anti-British Riots Break Out 
In Rome; 12^000 Participate 


150 Injured 
In Flareup 
Over Trieste 


U.S., British 
Troops Maintain 
Order in Trieste 


ROME Off)—Violent anti- 


British riots erupted in Rome 
and other Italian cities again 
today in protest against 
bloody street-fighting in the 
disputed port city of Trieste. 


Although Trieste itself remained 


quiet as U.S. and British troops 
patrolled the downtown area with 
fixed bayonets, shouting, stone- 
throwing Italians battled police in 
cities up and down the Italian boot. 


In Rome a mob estimated at 


12.000 stormed a ring of club- 
wielding riot police around the 
British embassy until a barrage of 
tear gas sent the demonstrators in 
flight. At least 50 policemen and 
100 rioters were injured. There was 
a similar demonstration Friday at 
the American embassy. 


35 Injured 


Another fierce fight broke out in 


front of the British consulate in 
Bari, southeastern 
Italian 
port 


city. Fifteen police and 20 students 
•were injured before the demonstra- 
tors were quelled. 


Police also broke up outbreaks 


in Milan,. Genoa, Naples and Mes- 
sina, Sicily. Except for one per- 
son in Naples, no casualties were 
reported from these cities, how- 
ever. In London, Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden and the Italian am- 
bassador swapped protests. 


In Trieste itself, the situation 


was quiet but still grim and tense 
as the embattled city prepared to 
bury its dead, killed in savage 
rioting with British-trained police. 


Yank* on Guard 


American troops marched their 


posts along the waterfront Piazza 
De L'Unlta Union Square where 
the bloodiest fighting resulted in 
four dead Friday. At least six have 
been killed in wild outbreaks the 
past three days. , 


The riot in Rome—the second in 


two days—was a, give-and-take 
fight, with police jeeps • sallying 
forth into the crowd again and 
again to be met with flying stones, 
paving blocks and firecrackers. 
Fire trucks dashed up spraying 
colored water on the rioters. 


At one point the mob threw up 


barricades of paving blocks and 
traffic signs to halt traffic in the 
area around the. embassy. The 
rioters—most of them, young stu- 
dents—succeeded in throwing back 
some of the first tear gas bombs 
hurled at them but the later bar- 
rage drove them back to the 
Piazza of St. John Lateran, about 
a quarter of a mile from the em- 
bassy, 
w 


Many Reds 


Many of the rioters apparently 


were Communists. A number wore 
red scarves. The area around the 
ojd Basilica of St. John Lateran 
has long been a Communist strong- 
hold.

The env 
phasls on the mass civilian demon< 
ntraflon gave the day the appear 
ancc of a great civilian festival. 


This wan In line with the pro 


gram of Premier Georgi M. Mai 
cnkov's government lo push mas 
sive production drives in agricul 
turc and consumer goods in order 
to raise the living standards of the 
Soviet people in two or three year. 
The largest portion of Bulganin' 
speech also stressed domestic and 
civilian affairs. 


Bulganin, who received the sa- 


lute at today's military spectacle, 
sold in a 15-minute addr,em that 
the Soviet government stands for 
the. preservation and consolidation 
of peace and the settling of all in' 
tcrnational tensions. 


"At the same time, they (the 


Went)- are building military bases 
on the territories' of the west Eu- 
ropean countries, close to the ter 
ritory of the Soviet union and the 
people's democracies." 


Bulganin snld that such condi- 


tions force the Soviet Union to 
tnke measures to strengthen its 
armed forces.

Look Who's Crying for State Help 


If there is any group in the state of Illinois which is 


guilty of failing in its obligations to the state it is the truck- 
ing industry.

The attorney general still is having to file suits in court 


in an effort to get some of the truck operators to pay up back 
license fees, which they refused to pay because the 1951 ses- 
sion of the legislature had increased them to a point where 
they were in line with charges assessed against the operators 
of private cars.

Millions of dollars still are due to the state in license 


fees. Because of pressure brought on the legislature and the 
administration, truckers are getting a reduction in the fees 
to be paid for 1954 licenses. Regardless of that fact many 
of them still are refusing to pay up the fees on which they 
are delinquent. They are forcing the state to go to the trou- 
ble and expense of beginning court action to collect what 
they owe it. 
Yet these same truckers, when they get in trouble, run 


to the state for help. The state of Indiana has recently em- 
barked upon a policy of harassment of Illinois truckers, ar- 
resting: them on charges of not having proper public service 
commission permits. It has been customary for states to 
honor the licensing of trucks in other states under reciproc- 
ity agreements. Indiana has abandoned that principle.

In an effort to get even and to force Indiana to honor 


Illinois permits, the Illinois Agricultural Truckers associa- 
tion has called upon Secretary of State Carpentier to enforce 
all Illinois laws against Indiana trucks. Secretary Carpen- 
tier. for reasons we do not know but whose action appears 
entirely logical, has turned a deaf ear upon the demands of 
the Illinois truckers. 


Now they are going to file a writ of mandamus against 


him to force him to enforce the Illinois law against all In- 
diana motorists crossing the state line.

Perhaps Secretary Carpentier is practicing a little reci- 


procity himself. If the truckers had paid up their obliga- 
tions, he might be a little more receptive to their demands. 
It appears to us that the truckers have no right to demand 
action from the state when they still have not fulfilled their 
own obligations to it. But they can't understand that. They 
want service whether they have paid for it or not. 


It would be a good thing for them to know that reci- 


procity applies to fulfillment of obligations as well as to the 
reaping of benefits.—Peoria Journal.

South won with the ace. At first 
glance the prospects looked rather 
good. 
West pretty surely had a 


high club for his repeated raises in 
that suit. East therefore surely 
held the king of spndes and all of 
the other high cards that were 
missing, for his opening bid and 
rebid. 


South therefore led the king of 


hearts at the second trick, and 
got the bad news at once when 
East discarded a low diamond. 
Declarer continued with a trump 
to the ace. finessed the Jack of 
spades and then cashed the ace 
of spades. East had to drop the 
king of spades, of course, and 
South felt somewhat relieved. 


Declarer got to dummy with the 


jack of hearts in order to take a 
discard on the queen of spades. 
And here South had to show the 
stuff that he was made of. 


The average player would prob- 


ably discard the losing club and 
then try a deep diamond finesse. 
West would ruff and get out safely 
with a 
club, whereupon South 


would wind up with a losing dia- 
mond in his hand. 


The actual declarer discarded 


the eight of diamonds on dummy's 
queen of spades. He then ruffed a 
spade and led out the rest of his 
trumps. This left South with two 
diamonds and a club in his own 
hand, while dummy had two clubs 
and a diamond. What could East 
keep to prevent declarer from mak- 
ing the slam? 


East had to keep two diamonds, 


since otherwise South would take 
the queen and ten at once. It East 
also kept the blank ace of clubs, 
South would lead his club and fi- 
nesse the forced diamond return. 
And if East threw away the ace 
of clubs to avoid this. endplay, 
South would lead a club toward 
dummy's queen and thus make a 
club trick,

The Doctor Says: 
Chronic Diarrhea May Be 
Caused by Serious Ailment

Chronic diarrhea, a common hu- 


man ailment, produces discomfort 
and can be extremely annoying 
and troublesome. A reader wants 
me to discuss the problem. 


Diarrhea is not, strictly speak- 


ing, a disease since many different 
disorders can cause this symptom. 
The most common cause, however, 
is that which is of nervous origin. 
Many people seem to show the ef- 
fects ol nervousness or emotional 
strain by developing diarrhea. The 
intestinal nerves control the wave- 
like motions by which intestinal 
contents are carried on down the 
digestive tract. 


When a susceptible person .be- 


comes excited or emotionally up- 
set, the nerve control of the in- 
testines is disturbed, the wave- 
like motions are increased, and 
what is called diarrhea develops. 


Animal parasites like ameba 


and germs may cause diarrhea. 
Ulcerative colitis is the most se- 
rious variety. It is a disease in 
which there are many signs of in- 
fection and in which small ulcers 
form in part of the intestine caus- 
ing bleeding and irritation. 


Other common causes of chronic 


diarrhea are cancer involving the 
lower bowel, some kinds of oper- 
ations on the stomach, certain gen- 
eral diseases, including allergy, 
goiter and diabetes, and some dis- 
eases due to deficiency of the diet. 
In spastic colitis, diarrhea tends to 
alternate with constipation. 


Unless one knows what the pos- 


sibilities are and how. to identify 
the source of the trouble, and these 
methods include X-rays and other 
special examinations, proper treat- 
ment is impossible.

A Saturday Night Historical Notebook 


Several Views of Lincoln in Dixon... Search for Heirs... City Remembers Elections

Understanding history would be much simpler if it 


were a "cut and dried" subject, if one book could be 
written which would present all the facts on a given sub- 
ject and would leave nothing more to be said. 


Such is not the case. We must view the past through 


the eyes of others. We decided to focus our attention 
on a small phase of Lincoln's expe- 
rience in the Black Hawk war, nnd 
compared several biographies. 
The 


following is what we found. 


In 1832 thi Black Hawk war started, 


nnd a call for volunteers went out. 
Lincoln was one of the first to enlist, 
and

Brocketl gave this account: 


"His company rendezvoused at Bcnrdstown. 
Here 


eighteen hundred men were speedily assembled and or- 
ganized into four regiments, with nn additional spy bat- 
talion. Leaving Beardstown on the 27th of April, they 
marched 
to the mouth of Rock river, nnd 
after 


marching fifty miles along its course, reached the Proph- 
et's village, which they left in flames, and then pushed 
rapidly forward to Dixon's Ferry, forty miles beyond, 
where the enemy was supposed to be. On the way. they 
received additional reinforcements, and on the 12th of 
May their advance met the foe. The skirmish which en- 
sued, rapidly developed into nn engagement which oc- 
cupied some five hundred men on ouch side, and which 
resulted in the complete rout of the whites, known to 
this day. as 'Stillman's defeat.' 
A projected renewal of 


the conflict on the following morning, was fmstrated by 
the sudden disappearance of the wily savages."

In the same year (1865) J. G. Holland wrote in his 


famous Lincoln biography: 


"On the 27th of April, the force at Beardstown moved. 


A few days of severe marching took the troops to the 
mouth of Rock River. It was there arranged with Gen- 
eral Atkinson that they should proceed up the river to 
Prophetstown, where they were to await the arrival of 
the regulars. 
General Whiteside. in. command of the 


volunteers, disregarding the arrangement for some rea- 
son, burnt the Prophet's village, and advanced up the 
stream forty miles further, to Dixon's Ferry. 
Those 


marches were severe; but to men bred ns Cnptain Lin- 
coln had been, they w«r« but the repetition of~every-day 
hardships, under more exciting motives. 


"Before arriving at Dixon's Ferry, the army halted, 


and leaving behind their baggage-wagons, made a forced 
march upon the place. 
Arriving there, scouting parties 


were sent out to ascertain the position of the enemy. At 
this time they were joined by two battalions of mounted 
volunteers from the region of Peoria, who, having a taste 
for a little fighting on their own responsibility, had rashly 
engaged Black Hawk, and had. been chased in disorder 
Iron UM field tL their boyish adventure, leaving eleven 


of their number behind them dead—an event which has 
passed into history with the title of 'Stillman's Defeat.' 
They cnme to General Whiteside panic-stricken, and a 
council of war was immediately held which resulted in 
the determination to march at once to the scene of the 
disaster. A battle seemed imminent, but the wily sav- 
ages had anticipated the movement, and not one was 
found."

In 1888 Noah Brooks, one-time Dixon resident 


and employe of The, Dixon Evening Telegraph 
who went on to heroine a well-known journalist 
and secretary to President Lincoln, snlil: 
"Lincoln's company was mustered into the service of 


the United States at Dixon's Ferry, Rock River, by Rob- 
ert Anderson, a lieutenant and assistant inspector-general 
of the army. The little force reported to Colonel Zach- 
nry Taylor, U. S. Army. In later years, Robert Ander- 
son commanded at Fort Sumter, when the first gun of 
the rebellion was fired. As "Rough and Ready' General 
Taylor was endeared to the hearts of his countrymen, 
and he was elected to the presidency in 1848. The cam- 
paign against Black Hawk was short and decisive."

A modern day biographer, Benjamin Thomas, 


writes: 
"The volunteers assembled at Beardstown, where 


Lincoln's company was attached to the Fourth Regiment 
of Mounted Volunteers of the Brigade of Samuel White- 
side. They were mustered into state serx-ice on April 28. 
From Beardstown the brigade marched to Rock Island, 
where Lincoln's company was sworn into Federal service 
on May 9. 


"From Rock Island they marched along the Rock 


River to Dixon's Ferry, then south to Ottawa, where they 
were disbanded on May 27, their thirty days having ex- 
pired."

We're sure no earth-shaking conclusions can be drawn 


from these few quotes, but perhaps they help point up 
what gives history its fascination. Conflicting accounts 
often given an air of mystery to a subject that may b« 
cleared by detective work on the part of the historian. 


More important, it illustrates the danger of putting 


all our confidence in a single source. 
Variety is the 


spice of life, but it also is the means of finding the true 
picture of an historical event. By peering through sev- 
eral pairs of eyes, instead of just one, we can sift the 
opinions and more easily find the truth.

names of the relatives sought, but do have information 
indicating that some of them remain in the families' 
original location in the state."

How 
about your plans for keeping your family nutritionally sound this com- 
ing winter? The slogan of Nutrition week is "Food First for Fit- 
ness". 
Homemakers are the ones fully responsi- 


ble for the role of nutritionist jn the family group. 


If we keep this slogan in mind, we know that 


the best way to keep fit is to start each day with a 
good breakfast. Remember it's been 12 to 14 hours 
since your last meal; your body is hungry. Scien- 
tific studies have proved that breakfasts which con- 
tain high quality protein, such as eggs and milk, 
fruit, cereal or egg (or both), milk, bread and but- 
ter are basic foods which make up a fine fuel to 
start this engine on the big job it must do for the 
day. 
One-fourth to one-third of the daily food re- 


quirements need to be included in breakfast if we are to get the foods 
we need every day. 


Mothers who want to do their best at feeding the family properly 


are going to plan every day's meals so they include all sex'en of our 
basic foods. Number one on the list of basics is milk. It may be 
consumed as a beverage, in soups, 
in puddings or in ice cream and 
cheese. Also essential to the diet 
are vegetables. The green and yel- 
low colored vegetables come first, 
and if you desire more, then the 
color doesn't make too much dif- 
ference. Plentiful now are squash, 
carrots, and cabbage. Try fixing 
them many ways — both raw and 
cooked.

month since May, the total busi- 
ness volume in Lee county during 
July showed a slight decrease.
